WASHINGTON (IE- The United 
States pressed today for speedy 
solution of the “ underlying Middle 
East problems” and clearing of 
the blocked Suez Canal. 
The two points emerged as the 
new immediate goals of U. S. poli­ 
cy in the Middle East now that 
Britain and France have ordered 
swift withdrawal of their troops. 
The 
State 
Department, 
in 
a 
statement welcoming the Anglo- 
French move, called on “ all mem ­ 
bers of the U. N. to insure that the 
remaining issues are dealt with 
justly and promptly.” 
The 
statement, 
approved 
by 
President Eisenhower and Secre­ 
tary of State John Foster Dulles, 
called for “ a permanent settle­ 
ment” of the “ persistent conflicts 
which have plagued the 
Middle 
East over recent years.” 
The United States 
said rapid 
“ clearance of the canal becomes 
imperative.” 
“ Every day of delay in restor­ 
ing the canal to normal use is a 
breach of the 1888 treaty and a 
wrong to the large number of na­ 
tions throughout the world whose 
economies depend so heavily on 
its reliable operations,” the United 
States said. 
The statement amounted to an 
indirect warning to Egypt to start 
clearing its portions of the canal 
as soon as possible. Egyptian P re­ 
mier Carnal Abdel Nasser has re­ 
fused to begin the job as long as 
British and French forces remain 
in Egypt. 
“ The U. N. and the interested 
states should, we believe, prompt­ 
ly direct their attention to the un­ 
derlying Middle East problem,” the 
United States said.

WASHINGTON (IP) - The U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce today ask­ 
ed Congress to reduce federal in­ 
come taxes in all brackets.

Education Needs 


WASHINGTON im - The Na­ 
tional Education Assn. said today 
the United States must build 328 
classrooms and hire 493 teachers 
each day for the next year to fill 
present education needs. 
The 
NEA 
said 
a survey 
in 
October showed that public school 
enrollment was up 1,197,000 over 
last year. There are now 32,338688 
children in public schools, it said. 
To catch up with this upward 
surge in enrollments, the assoria 
tion said, 180,000 qualified teach­ 
ers and 120,000 new classrooms 
are needed. 
It also said: 
At least 840,000 pupils are de­ 
prived of full-time schooling by 
ha1 day or other part-time ar­ 
ri ngements. 
Approximately 
80,000 teachers 
employed by school 
aystems are 
not fully qualified 
for standard 
teaching certificates. 
Another subject the report cov­ 
ered was teachers* pay. The NEA 
said the average teacher’s salary 
is 
now 
$4,025 
for elementary 
teachers 
and 
$4,560 
for 
high 
school teachers. 
However, it said that despite an 
overall increase in pay, some 71,* 
OOO teachers are being paid less 
than $2,500 a year. It said seven
